eunced a U\e uiteicst in its dehbeiations Late Pandit 
G Ramathu was in the forefiont of the political struggle 
in Hjd<»iabad His cithohutj of outlook tenacity of pur 
pose devotion to duty and generosity of temper deserve 
spe pi ment en 

He was entnely a self made mil having leLeived eduta 
tion in the sense we undeist ind it only to a limited extent 
By his own inherent abilities lntegnty and public ipint he 
rose to one of the highest positions in the political life of the 
State

grief expiLS&cd by you on the sad demise of an hon Member 
of this House Shu Ramachar He was one of the oldest 
public woikers in our State He belonged to the Karnataka 
region He was not vuy highly educated m the sense of having 
high academical clistinctions but was a man full of sound com 
monsense and was aware of the conditions of the State from 
top to bottom whether it was Karnataka 01 Andhra or Maha 
rashtra region of the State He was essentially a man of 
th" soil one who sprut fiom the eaith as it were Without 
very many qualifications rathei distinguished qualifications 
to his credit he rose to a very high position in the political 
field

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Hon Members of the House aie all awaic that the SHtc 
Congress Movemeat itself took birth in his house it Abid 
Road In fact of couise the Congress as such was in exis 
tence in the State since a long time but thcie was no State 
organization as such and he was one of those foiemost pioneei 
of this organization In manv fields of activity decling with 
the soc al economic and othei k nds of endeavour for the 
advancement of the people he used to associate himself as 
one of the foiemost sponsors There is in fact no single 
political 01 social movement which was started dm ng the 
fast 2 or 8 decades and with which he had not associated 
himself endowing great advantage 

He held veiy Independent views which sometimes dis 
concerted his own fellow travellers of those who were woi king 
with hm Often he used to express opinions which used to 
astound us He had a certain amount of ougmaJity of thmk 
ing but whatevei may be his strength and weakness and 
whatever mav be the differences of opinion which he held 
either with his colleagues or with his political opponents 
1 e was a very popular figure in Hyderabad -beloved end 
regarded by almost every section of the people So far as 
the people of the State are concerned rriespective of casto 
creed oi religion oi even political alignment they ell used to 
like him as a man — a man of strong views a man of liberal 
sympathies and a man of action m spite of the later day in 
car» clt y he was suffeiing from He was oiling for s metimc 
foi some yeais in fact but in spite of his ild age and illness 
he continued to associate himself actively with all the political 
movements At a crucial moment when his activity had to 
come into play he pronouncedly played an active pait and 
made it impossible foi the previous Laik Ah Government 
to woik 

There aie many good points about late Shu Hamechai 
whioh I could have dilated upon but it is not neccssaiy I 
am sure the whole House will agiee with me m condoling the 
death of one of our esteemed colleagues Shil Rampchai 
Th.e whole House will associate with you Sn m the feelings, 
of sympathy and giief expressed by you
